are many thousands in the population 
of thin city who do not know a word 
of our tongue and who never will. 
For these th** health authorities and

those,” 'hut actually It is for the pub­ 
lic good. 
They profit no more than 
any other of the city’s inhabitants by 
I he 
conservation 
of 
the

health and the preservation of the 
parks. 
You will find the health no­ 
tices posted in the foreign colonies 
In half a dozen languages—English, 
Italian, Yiddish,, German, Hungarian, 
French. 
In the botanical gardens iii 
the Bronx are big signs in Yiddish. 
There is a large Jewish colony near 
this park In which English is little 
known. 
Iii Belgium are two distinct lan­ 
guages 
in 
equally 
common 
use. 
French Is the accepted language, but 
Flemish is the

tongue.

B e sse ls you will find all the street 
names printed in both French and

tongue is used. lf lie reads he can 
buy newspapers printed in his native 
language. New York has daily news­ 
papers in'half a dozen

If he is taken to court 
on a charge of violating our laws or 
in a civil cult ho will find Interpret­ 
ers who speak not only all languages 
bat almost all dialects. 
Not every 
German in New' Ycrk can understand 
every other German and tiiere is a 
multiplicity of dialects in Italy a r / 
Franco. 


There 
arc- 
oven 
Scotchmen 
in 
America who speak nothing but Gae­ 
lic, and here and there an Irishman 
who does 
not 
understand1 English. 
But they are rare. In Cape Breton Is­ 
land, however, there are communities 
where children learn 
Gaelic 
before 
they learn English 
and where Gae­ 
lic is 
the 
language 
used 
in 
the 
schools. 
Thousands 
of 
foreigners 
pass 
through Ellis Island every year 
who 
know no English and who have no 
intention of

our language.

To be a christian simply means th at 
a man has resolved to try always to 
do right and that he has accepted 
God’s help to carry out his resolu- | 
tion. 
T he way of the law-breaker is al­ 
ways harder than the way of tho law- 
keeper. 
The w’ay of the thief, the robber, 
the defaulter, 
the 
adulterer, 
the 
m urderer is hard. Every refugee from 
justice, every prisoner in jail aw ait­ 
ing trial, every convict in the peni­ 
tentiary serving sentence, every lib­ 
ertine walking our streets with rot­ 
tenness in his hones will hear testi- j 
mony to the fact that ‘The way of the 
transgressor 
is 
hard.” 
The only 
happy mali is the law-abiding man. 
When 
one 
violates m an’s laws he 
sets all good men against him. When 
a man violates the laws of God he 
sets the universe against him, and 
he has a hard time of It. 
Mr. H unt said he would rather he 
the poorest Christian in the world 
than the hest sinner. 
It is hard for the transgressor to 
come to the close of his earthly jour­ 
ney and look back over a life wasted 
and misspent. 
It is hard for the 
transgressor when he comes to die. 
Mr. H unt told of two young men 
wounded in the army. 
They were In 
the hospital and both of them sent 
for the chaplain. 
Tile first one said: 
“Chaplain, they tell me I am going to 
die. 
I can’t die. 
I have been such a 
sinner and I have sent for you to tell 
me th a t I ani not going to die. 
Pray 
that I may live long enough to he 
saved.” 
The other said: 
“Chaplain, T am 
dying and I have sent for you to 
thank God for three things: 
First. 
th at He gave me a good christian mo­ 
ther; second, that she taught me t h e ’ 
Bible and the way of salvation; third, 
that I am dying a christian.” 
It is easy for the Christian to die, 
but hard for the transgressor. 
It is hard for the transgressor wheh 
he comes to the bar of God for judg­ 
ment. 
Transgressors may elude the 
sheriff 
or 
deceive the courts and 
juries and escape punishm ent down 
here. 
But old Father Time, God’s 
sheriff, never misses his man. and 
death, God's bailiff, never fails to 
bring him into court. 
Conscience al­ 
ways 
turns 
state’s 
evidence, 
and 
God’s X-ray lays a m an’s whole life 
open and hare before the universe. 
It is hard for the transgressor when 
he is driven out from the presence 
of God and good people to hear his 
shame and punishm ent forever. 
In contrast to the hard road the 
transgressor m ust travel is the beau­ 
tiful macadam road of the just. “Tho 
way of the just is as a slanging light 
th at shine!h more and more to the 
perfect day.”

Answer.—The word “Purgatory” is 
from the Latin, aud signifies primarily 
n place of purification or making clean. 
The thought usually involved in the 
consideration of the term is that an in­ 
termediate state or condition exists for 
those who die. and who at the time of 
death, while professing Christianity, 
were not Kuttlriontiy cleansed from 
their sius to justify an immediate en­ 
train e into heaven, the abode of the 
pure and saintly ones. 
Hence they 
must expiato their sins by enduring 
Intense suffering ui dames and sor 
row for n tx* rim! of time in proportion 
to the amount of sin to be eradicated. 
We are not aw are that this view Is set 
forth in the Bible. There is. however. 
a condition of purgatory presented in 
the teachings of the Scriptures, 
It If 
becoming clear to all enlightened BI 
hie scholars that the period of Christ’s 
reign on earth for the space of a thou­ 
sand years, when Satan Is bound and 
the knowledge of the Lord is filling the 
whole earth as the waters dover the 
great deep, th at then the nations of 
earth will 
learn righteousness aud 
gradually he pureed of all iniquity aud 
unrighteousness, and in this way he 
prepared to enter into the conditions 
of eternal life. This. of course, will he 
after the second advent. The w’orld is 
not to be scon bed and blistered in a 
vain attem pt to make It pure and up- 
| right, "but the I.Ord will rule in right 
eousness mid love and win the race by

and

Drat we can account for the fact that 
they possessed a more accurate knowl 
edge of science and astronomy than we 
possess today. 
In the mightiest struc 
ture ever erected by man, and also 
the oldest building on earth, a raonu 
meot over four thousand years old, the 
Groat Pyramid of Egypt, are contain 
e<i in its measurements and outline! 
in its chambers and passage-ways, sci­ 
entific facts such as the number of 
days in the solar year down to the ex 
act fraction thereof, the mean distance 
to the sun from the earth, and also the 
number of years in the procession! 
cycle. 
But the crowning feature of 
all its scientific presentations is that it 
unmistakably points out w’hat Prof. 
Men iller, of Germany, discovered some 
years ago, that the Pleiades, the most 
renowned of all the heavenly groups 
of stars, forms the center of the Uni 
verse, around which revolve all th* 
celestial bodies in space, just as the 
earth and planets revolve around the 
sun. forming our solar system. 
What

livelihood. Of the efforts of the good 
women who have given 
their 
time, 
finances arid every effort to keep tho 
nursery going too much can not be 
paid. They are not working for what 
might Ice said of them, but for the 
good that can be done for these lit­ 
tle destitute children. But after all 
there seems to be a 
great 
deal of 
criticism as to the nursery 
caring 
for children who have fathers. 
Just 
hero we may say that one 
of the 
strongest rules of this institution has 
teen that we will not assist fam ilia 
where there is a father, unless 
he 
has tuberculosis or some protracted 
disease. When a child is admitted to 
tho nursery the ease of mother and 
family 
is 
thoroughly 
investigated, 
and a history of the mother can he 
given to any one who may desire to 
know 
the 
family. 
The 
nursery, 
school teachers and the secretary of 
the Associated 
Board 
of Charities 
work hand 
in 
hand 
in this good 
cause. There is no 
one 
in 
Sedalia 
so thoroughly 
acquainted 
with the 
work and the good it is 
doing 
for 
these poor unfortunate 
children 
as 
the teachers of our graded schools. 
They are also heartily in sympathy 
with the ladies who 
are 
trying to 
carry on this work, and advise lls by 
no means to think of closing this in­ 
stitution. 
We had a very pathetic 
case to corno up in one of our schools 
some three or four w’eeks ago, when 
the principal of Franklin school had 
to appeal to us in behalf of 
some 
children who had been coming to the 
nursery. Tho father had left home, 
deserting a mother and five children. 
The children were being cared for 
bv the nursery, going to school each. 
day. About a month ago the father 
returned. The investigating and vis­ 
iting committee at once notified the 
mother she must take the children 
from the nursery, for tw’o reasons— 
that the father should care for and 
support his children, and second, we,, 
are very much in need of finances 
and room. Shortly after the chidren 
began to stay at 
home 
they wero 
sent to school without any lunch. At 
lunch hour one 
little 
girl, 
after 
spreading lier lunch, left 
the room 
for w’ater. 
While 
gone one of the 
children of said family helped him­ 
self to the lunch. Upon investigation 
by the teachers they found the child­ 
ren had nothing at home 
to bring. 
They were told to bring lunch. 
The 
next day the 
four 
children 
came, 
bringing with them four dirty, hard 
biscuits and a half cup of cold pota­ 
toes. At the same time the poor mo­ 
ther was going out 
day 
after day. 
dragging the poor 
little 16-months- 
cld baby to and from her work. The 
babe being exposed to the cold and 
thinly clad took pneumonia and died 
not less than three days ago. 
Here is just one example 
out of 
riany cases. Now, it is up to us to 
care for the children. We can’t make 
the fathers work, but we can feed 
and help to keep these poor children 
warm. While so doing .we have the 
blessed assurance of knowing the fa­ 
ther does not get the benefit of this 
only in an Indirect way. It may re­
